The amounts of Si, Mg, Zn, Cu, and Fe in the present 

invention may be similar to those of JP A-09-256095, but Mn 

range defined in the present invention is outside the range 
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defined in the invention of JP A-09-256095. JP A-09-256095 
describes that Mn is added in the range of from more than 0.6 
wt% to 1.5 wt% or less, for the purpose of increasing mechanical 
strength, because its effect is small with an amount of 0.6 wt% 
or less. However, according to the present invention, even if 
the amount of Mn is added lower than 0.6 wt%, an alloy having 
excellent mechanical strength can be obtained.
